MONEY MARKET AND COMMERCIAL 
IN LELLIGENCE. 
(WRITTEN SPECIALLY FOR THE IKIAN TIMES.) 
Dublin, Tuesday Evening. 
The market has shown a marked improvement to- 
day in London, d, ot course, here also. Prices of Canals 
have risen fully three-eighths per cent., and there seems 
to he no immediate cause except that the demand for 
money may have ceased to be so active as on yester- 
day, when the late high rates were fully sustained ; 
{id-ed« more than usual pressure was experienced 
J is likely that the commercial requirements for the 
4th are now nearly all providel for. The state of the 
account is another cause of the rise, as Funds in the 
London market appear to have Been “ beared” rather 


than otherwise. 

The nature of the account does not seem to have 
much affected the market here. Prices, however, were 
firm at the quotation, but Consols were not dealt in for 
the present account ; Ballast Debenturcs were done at 
the former quotation ; in Railway Debentures no deal- 


ings; Banking Shares were steady, though Nationals 
show a decline of 10s.—now quoting at 67; Bank of 
Ireland Stock was done at an advance, and Hibernians 
at the former quotation ; Steam Shares generally were 
steady, with the exception of Atlantics, which were 
weak at a reduced price of 6s. 34. 

Mining Shares were not much dealt in ; Connorrees 
were rather weak, and show a further slight decline ; 
Genera! Mines wert done at the former quotation, £5, 
but not in demand; ot Mining Company of Ireland 
there are buyers at the last price; Wicklow Coppers

The Corporation is rapidly gaining the 
unenviable reputation of being the most disorderly 
body under the sun. It is high time that such scenes 
were ended. Ilow will our English friends judge of 
us from such proceedings? Are they not right, with 
such evidence before them, if they regard the peace 
of their establishments, to write up “No Irish need 
apply!“

The Daily News on Lord John Russell's corres- 

pondence with France, relating to the annexation of 
Savoy and Nice :—- 
Last night, Lord John Russell laid upon the table of 
the House of Commons a series of official papers relat- 
ing to the annexation of Savoy and Nice, in continua- 
tion of those which were presented to Parliament a few 
weeks ago. Of these documents those which will at- 
tract most attention are the despatch of Lord John 
Russell to Earl Cowley in answer to M. Thouvenel’s 
statement of the reasons by which the Freneh Govern- 
ment justifies the unreserved annexation of Savoy aid 
Nice, and M. Thouvenel’s dispatch to Count Persigny, 
coutaining the remarks of the French Government on 
the same. 

Ine annexation of Savoy hes almost from its first 
announcement been regarded by the public under two 
distinct aspects—as the rewe lation of a general policy 
of aggrandisement on the part of France, and also as 
a special injury to Switzerland, to the interests which 
Western Enrope has in the independence and neutrality 
of the Swiss Confederation. It is the former, the ge- 
neral relations of the measure, which Lord John Rus- 
sell more particularly considers in the dispatch now 
published, for although the latter, the more specific 
bearings of the transaction, are noticed in the course 
of his argument, a note to Lord Cowley informs 
us that her Majesty's Government intend = to 
address the Government of France especially 
respecting the neutrality of Savoy and its con- 
nection with that of Switzerland when they have 
had time to consult the other l’owers which are parties 
to the treaties of guarantee. The dispatch is thusfdi- 
vested of much of that practical character which might 
otherwise have attached to it; for after the resolution 
of the Sardinian Government to cede a portion of its 
territories to France became public, the only active du- 
ties we had to perform were those which arose out of 
our engagements towards the Swiss Confederation. It 
was clearly, however, a duty we owed to ourselves and 
to our neighbours to make known our judgment on the 
scrious aet which the French Emperor had announced 
to the world; and we have now to ascertain how far 
the opinion of the country has been represented and its 
character upheld in the official communications of the 
Government. 

Lord John Rossel! commences by intimating that, 
after examining the claim which France makes to the 
cession of Savoy and Niece, and the principles by which 
it is justified, he finds the first weak and the second 
unjust. lle rapidly exposes the absurdity of the pre 
tence that the increased power of Sardinia, with a 
population at most of 12,000,000, can be a source of 
langer to France as the first military power of 
the Continent, with a population of 36,000,000, 
essentially warlike and occupying a vast compre! 
territory, full of natural resources. The sugges 
tion that Sardinia might become a member of a 
Confederation arrayed against France, and that, 
by having both sides of the Alps, she might open 
the road to other l’owers to invade France, is met 
by the remark, the justice of which wili (strike 
every mind, that “there never can be a confederacy 
organised against France unless it be for common de- 
fence against aggressions on the part of France, and 
that therefore France has it at all times in her power to 
avert the formation of such a confederacy. There is 
no power in Furope that does pot wish to maintain 
friendly relations.with France, and there is none that 
could hope to reap any advantage from a voluntary 
and unprovoked cupture with so powerful a States 
Che chances that such a confederacy would find an in- 
strument in Sardinia are, of course, diminished, not 
increased, by the power which its Government has 
lately acquired in Italy, and the circumstances under 
which it has been obtained. The argument, then, in 
favour of the annexation of Savoy founded on the 
assumed insecurity of the French territory bordering 
on that province falls to the ground. 

But the most important part of Lord John Russell's 
despatch is, that in’which he considers the strange as. 
sertion of M. Thouvenel, that the demand for the cession 
of Savoy to France ovght not to give umbrage to any 
State, because it is founded on a just balance of forces. 
and is especially pointed out by the nature of things 
| whieh bas placed the French system of defence at the 
foot of the western slopesof the Alps. Those who read 
M. Thouvenel’s despatch, published ten days ago, wil! 
remember that, just as after taking credit on his mas- 
ters account for disinterestedness in going to war in 
Italy, he proceeds to admit that the Emperor 


foresaw circumstances in which disinterestedness 
would have to give way to prudence, so also 
alter renouncing in terms the theory of natural 


frontiers, he immediately, and without the least expla. 
nation of the inconsistency, proceeds to develope and ap- 
ply that very theory to the case in point. Lord John 
Russell, in reply, observes that if France, which is so 
strong in her population and resources, and is placed 
so advantageously for defence, asserts the necessity oí 
despoiling her neighbours, then no State can be safe 
lle says:—*“ Lier Majesty's Government must be allowed 
to remark that a demand tor cession of a neighbour's 
territory made by a State % powerful as France, and 
whose former and not very remote policy of territorial 
asgrandisement brought counticss calamities upon Ku- 
rope, cannot fail to give umbrage to every State inte- 
rested in the balance of power, and in the maintenance 
of the general peace. Nor can that umbrage be dimi- 
wished by the grounds on which the claim is founded ; 
because, if a great military Power like France is to de- 
mand the territory of a neighbour upon its own theory of 
what constitutes geographically its proper system of 
defence, it is evident that mo State could be secure from 
the aggressions of a more powerful neighbour ; that 
might and not right would henceforth be the rule to 
determine territorial possession, and that the integrity 
and independence of the smaller States of Europe 
would be placed in perpetual jeopardy.” In this pas 
sage the Foreign Secretary of England has expressed 
thoughts which have been working in millions of 
minds all over Europe. It is not, as some French 
journalists idly write, that anybody grudges France 
the increase of power and territory she gains in 
the annexation of Savoy, but every one feels that 
retensions have been disclosed fatal to the repose oi 
surope. France has announced most explicitly a 
theory of geographical boundaries, and has shown that 
in seeking to carry it out she will regard nothing but 
her own power. It was not the object of Lord John 
Russell to inform M. Thouvenel, through Lord Cowley, 
in what way the English Government will oppose these 
pretensions, but to snow that, while their tendency is 
Cleary seen, their principle is not for a moment ad- 
mitted. What may be done by diplomacy to 
smoothe down present difficulties, more especial! 
those which arise out of the claims of Switzerland, 
time will show.

I and is léaeribe.! as bing a very energetic clergyman and 
very popular in the colony which he is leaving. i 
un Bistor or Bartien Cotuunta.— A letter from 
Victoria, Vancouver's Island,says :— The Bishop of Bri- 
tish Columbia and Vancouver's Island arrived here 
about two weeks ago, and his course, so far, has bee 
received with general satisfaction. In his first sermon, 
he stated distinctly that no State aid for the Church 
was expected, and he desired to secure a good Church 
organisation on the voluntary principle alone. It is his 
intention to erect an iron church in Victoria, as soon as 
it arrives from England, the vessel containg which is due 
in two or three weeks ; also a collegiate school within a 
yearor so. In British Columbia his clergy are getting 
gubacrin'ions for churches, which, in addition to funds 
already in his hands, will establish them on a tok rably

the deceased hero pronounce it “a 
speaking likeness’’—is of a very martial character ; 
none of the portraits that we have en give us 
% high and appropriate an idea of “ the soldier of 
God,” as thie head modelled by Behnes, The wonderful 
eye, dark and full, that spoke the ardour, the fle and 
pur ty of hissou!l, must be imagined ; but there are the 
features of the hardy and cxperienced veteran stamped 
in every lineament with his characteristics, while the 
lofty head and expansive brow denote the higher traits 
of 4 and intelligence.

A gentle- 
man, now in this country, offered about three years 
ago is. 6d. cach for a day's task to two labourers in 
agriculture. The offer soon got wind; forty-nine in 
sisted on being employed, and more than 300 applied to 
assist on the work. The consequence was that, instead 
of half an acre, as he intended, he had to pay tor ten 
acres of hand prepared for planting.

the Pied montese territory by the Austrian army. 

a Phe Emperor of the French marched a large force to the 
assistance and support of his ally, the King of Sardinia. 

“The declarations which his Impérial Majesty, upon 
several occosions, made as to his intentions, and as to the 
oljects of the war, led the Powers of Europe to believe that 
the war was undertaken without any view to acquisition of 
territory by France, and that its object was to restore 
Italy to herself, and to solve, in favour of italy, that ques- 
tion which it was alleged the conduct of the Austrian 
(Government had brought to an issue—namely, whether Aus- 
tria shonld hate dominion up to the foot of the Alpa, or 
whether Italy should be free from the Mediterranean to the 
Adria. 

M. Thouvenel says that solemn acts. freely concluded 
after a campaign which had been successful for the arms of 
Franee, are an irrefragable proof that the French Govern- 
ment had not for its object any territorial aggrandisement 
when it wae led - the force oí events to interfere in the 
affairs of Italy. ut he adds that though the French 
Government could not but foresce hypothetical circumstances 
in which disinterestedness would have to give way to pru- 
dence, the treaties of Villafranca and of Zurich entirely shut 
out such a contingency. 

* This statement seems to explain the assurance given to 
your Excellency YY Count Walewski in July, 1859, when the 
count, being asked as to the truth of rumours that. notwith- 
standing the declaratious and proclamations of the Emperor, 
there was a negociation un foot for the cession of Savoy to 
France, asserted that, if such a scheme had ever been en- 
tertained, it had been then entirely abandoned. 

“Iler Majeety’s Government are led to infer from M

looked to France, and not in vain, for frieadship and support. 
Sardinia, therefure, is less likely than ever wiltiagly to give

“(reat Britain bas no direct interest of her own in this 
matter, and it is from no onfricnd ly feeling towards rare 
that her remonstrances on this subjeet hove proceeded. Her 
Majesty's Government, indeed, are deeply impressed with 
the conviction that any territorial advantage which France 
might goin by the proposed annexation would be far mere 
than cousterbalanced by the dietrust with which i would 
inepire the other States and l’owers of Europe. 
" The calamities which overspread by turns almost evi ry 
part of the continent of Europe during the closing years of 
the last and the carly years of the present century are sili 
fresh in the memory of mankind; their renewal woul, v 
deed, be a deplor able misfortune, and it cannot be surpris rg 
that the attention of nations and of their ralers should be 
directed, with anxious solicitude, to events which have a 
bearing both on the interests of the present and on the desti- 
nies of the future.

FRANCE AND BELGIUM. 

It is reported that a note has been addressed by the 
French to the Belgian Government. As it is always 
agreeable to cammunicate favourable intelligence, I do 
not hesitate to mention what I have heard about the 
matter, though I am not in aconditiont o vouch for its 
correctness. In this note it is said that assurances of 
„ satisfactory kind are given tn King Leopold's Go- 
vernment—viz., that the annexation of Savoy was an 
incident of an exceptional nature, which cannot occur 
again with respect to any other country; that the 
united kingdom of the Low Countries was constituted, 
on the fall of the first Empire, to serve as a check on 
France, but that their separation in 1850, by a revolu- 
tion, removed what was objectionable in its character; 
that Belgium is now an independent kingdom, of which 
she neutrality is guaranteed by the European Powers, 
sad that, Consequently, there is no ground whatever 
for apprehending anything on the part of France 
against that country. 

A note of a similar kind is said to have gone to Ber- 
lin. — - 
SWITZERLAND. 

The Journal de Geneve of Saturday contains the fol- 
lowing on the attempt made by a band of forty or fifty 
disorderly persons to get up disturbances in neutral- 
ised Savoy :— 

“We wrote yesterday, at 3 p.m.—' This morning, at 
four o'clock a small band of armed my seizedon a 
steamer stationed at the Grand Quay, an™® after having 
by violence forced the crew to depart, proceeded to- 
wards Thonon (Chablais). It appears the object was to 
effect a landing on this point, in order to raise the popu- 
lation in the pretended interest of the Swiss cause. We 
do not know if this plan has been realised, but it is 
gencrally believed that the attempt, which is as stupid 
as it is criminal, had not the slightest success. United 
in a common feeling of indignation, all parties are 
agreed in stigmatising by a universal and profound re- 


probation this mad attempt, which is as contrary to 


the interests of Switzerland as to those of Savoy. 

The Journal de Geneve further remarks as follows on 
the fe : i 
"The attempt of which we have just spoken has not 
had,, in fact, even a commencement of success, 
past four the Chasseurs of the 20th, accompanied by 


three commissaries of police embarked in the Guillaume 


Tell, and overtook in the Genevese waters, between 
Hermance and Belle river, the steamer Italie, on board 
of which was M. John Perrier, with about 30 of his 
followers. They were brought back by the Guillaume 
Tell, and conducted to the Town-house by the troops, 
amid an immense crowd, which unanimously showed 
the indignation which animated them against the 
authors of an attempt of which the first effect, if it had 
the slightest result, would have been to throw Geneva 
and the whole Confederation into the most disastrous 
complications. 

„Otherwise all the details which we receive concur 
in stating that no armed descent and no violation of 
territory have been the cunsequence of this freak. Thus 
this odious attempt, the consequences of which might 
have been fatal, and the issue of which borders on the 
ludicrous, will only have for results the manifestation 
at Geneva, as on all the points of Switzerland, of a feel- 
ing of respect for rights and of the necessity to remain 
unalterably faithful to the Federal authority and to the 
principles of loyalty which have always constituted the 
character as the force of Swiss policy.” 

The Council of State of Geneva has addressed a pro- 
clamation to their fellow-citizens reprobating the at- 
tempt, and stating that an inquiry is going on with a 
view to bring the guilty parties to justice. 


SAVOY.—THE NEUTRALISED PROVINCES. 
Then Memoir on the relations between Switzerland 
and the neutral portion of Savoy,” forming inclosure 
No. 2, in paper No. 2, in the “ Correspondence respect- 
ing the proposed annexation of Savoy’ and Nice to 
France,” has just been issued in pursuance of an ad- 
dreas of the House of Commons, March 16th. This 
document, which is in the French language, was truns- 
mitted, with Captain Harris’s despatch to Lord John 
Russell on the 2ist of November, 1859, was, as will be 
remembered, omitted from the “ Correspondence” 
above mentioned, and afterwards moved for in the 
House of Commons : 
In then Memoir referred to are embodied a great 
number of important papers and documents connected 
with the past history of Switzerland and Savoy, and 
bearing upon the question of the proposed annexation 
to France. It commences with a brief history of the 
house of Savoy, and its connexion with the States of 
Switzerland from 1476 duwn to 1792, their alliences and 
treaties, and the leading events which took place until 
the limits of their respective territories were finally ar- 
ranged) We tranelatethe arguments embodied in the 
concluding paragraphs :— 

“If no doubt existe as to the considerations which 
gave rise to the neutrality, it remains to determine 
whether they are applicable to the present circumstan- 
ces. A question of this nature should evidently be 
answered in the affirmative. For Europe especially 
the neutrality of Switzerland, as well as of the adjacent 
province of Savoy, is as important now asin 1815. In 
eousequence of the establishment of railroads to the foot 
of Mount Censis on both sides of the Alps, the route 
to the Simplon has, it is true, lost its primitive impor- 
tance as a military road; but this consideration has 
only apparent value, since all depends upon the nature 
of the struggle in which various States might be con- 
cerned, It, as has recently been the case during the 
Italian war, Sardinia were the ally of France, and if 
the sea were open to the Allies, the route of the Simplon 
would certainly be of little importance ; while, in the 
ease of a victorious march of the Austrians upon Turin, 
a French army might endeavour to attack them in flank 
and rear by passing the Simplon, as Bonaparte did in 
1800. But tin anew war Sardinia might find berselt 
opposed to France, and if the participation of England 
in the war might render the communications by sea less 
safe, the passage of the Simplon would recover all its 
importance, all the more so from the fact that in a 
future not very remote railways will touch both sides 
of the Alps at Arona and Sion. 

For Sardinia the question to-day is the same as in 
1815. Having been so long allied with France, she wil! 
not, of course, require her Savoyard vinces to be 
guaranteed by Europe; but if the alliances become 
changed Sardinia will be in the same position as bo- 
fore. Her aggrandisement beyond the Alps is certainly 
of a nature to secure her a strong position in Italy, but 
does not render it the less necessary for her to detend 
her Savoy provinces on this side of the Alps by the 
same means as formerly; and as, in consequence of the 
recent events which have taken place in Italy, the Sar- 
dinian States as well as the Italian nation have

Doctor ‘Twrepy. 

The Chairman said he telt a distinguished honour had 
been conferred upon him by inviting him to preside over 
so large and influential a meeting. He would not oc- 
cupy their attention at any length, but briefly congra- 
tulate the society upon ite financial position, and the 
great progress which the missionary cause had made 
within the last year. The report which had been for- 
warded to him by the secretary informed him of the 
gratifying fact that £129,000 had been expended during 
the past year for missionary purposes. (lear, hear.) 
The secretary, the Rev, Mr. Gorman, then proceed- 
ed to read the annual report. It gave a gratifying 
account of the working of the society abroad, and stated 
that its income exceeded that of last year by ten thon- 
sand pounds, The Secretary also announced that he 
had received from Messrs. Cannock and White, the 
sum of £1 subscription. 

The Rev. Mr. M Kay proposed the first resolution, to 
the effect that the meeting owed a deep debt of gratitude 
to Almighty God for the financial prosperity and bless- 
ings which he had vouchsafed to the society during 
the past year. He observed that the principles which 
Christianity inspired, and which Missionary Societies 
scattered whereverjthey were established, were the sure 
forerunners and the best guardians of civil freedom. 
They remembered the struggle they had to maintain in 
the colonies against slavery. They could remember 
how missionary information enlightened the public 
mind—how the clements of compassion and benevolence 
were agitated and set in motion, What a cloud of 
indignation gathered upon the brow of Britain—what a 
a murmur of dissatisfaction came forth from her 
heaving bosom ! like the growl of distant thunder it was 
heard in the Colonies, but was afterwards followed by 
that flush of mingled generosity which struck the 
fetters from the negro and set him free. (Applause.)

Mr. Sidney moved, in this case, on behalf of the defendant, 
for extension of time for pleading.

In this case Mr. Stone (with Mr. Edward Sullivan, Q.C.), 
on the part of the defendant, applied for liberty to plead 
double matter. There were joint actions brought by the 
plaintiffe’ to recover damages to the extent of £3,000 for in- 
juries alleged to have been sustained by them in consequence 
of the defendants’ default in not forwarding their cattle ac- 
cording to contract, from Dublin to London, via Liverpool. 
[he summons and pliint coatained 10 counts, setting forth 
that the defendants were common carriera for hire fram Dub- 
lin to Liverpool, by steam vessels and by rail te London, that 
they broke their contract with the pliintiffs by having de- 
viated from their proper route, and conveyed the cattle to 
Holyhead instead of Liverpool ; that they there detained them 
for a considerable and unreasonable time, the result of which 
Was the loss of the market to the plaintiffs. It was now 
sought to traverse the allegations of the plaintiffs as to the 
contracts, and to plead that the delay complained of was not 
owing to the fault of the defendants, but arose in consequence 
ofa violent tempest which tore apa portion of the rails on 
the line of way, and which aecident prevented their tra- 
velling there. This occurred at the time the Royal Charter 
was wrecked, 

His Lordship allowed the application. 

Corkran v. Brady. 

This was a motion on behalf of the High Sheriff of the 
county Cavan for an interpleader order. It appeared the 
sheriff had seized eight cowa, the defendent’s property, 
under an execution atthe suit of the plaintiff; these were 
now claimed asthe property of the defendant's mother. 

No notice of the application having been given to the 
execution creditors, 

The Court directed the matter to stand over.

FRENCH ALLIANCE WITH DENMARK 
AGAINST GERMANY. 


The Herald declares that fresh political complications 
and difficulties are at hand, which, in a few months, 
may compel England to choose between claims of her 
hereditary allies, and the policy of Napoleon. The 
Emperor has humiliated Russia, and made a friend of 
her; he has crushed Austria, and inspired her with 
fiercer resentment against her traditional allies than 
the victorious enemy. But before he can realise his 
ambitious dreams Prussia and England, and with 
Prussia the whole of Northern Germany, must be hum- 
bled. France, says the Herald, is about to turn to ac- 
count the embers of the Schleswic Holstein question, 
and, in answer to the appeals of Denmark, is willing to 
aid her against a German coalition, - 

Negociations for an offensive and defensive alliance 
between Denmark and France are actively going on. 
In the event of a war with Germany the Danish navy 
would be a valuable auxiliary in blockading the har- 
bours, and destroying the maritime establishments and 
the shipping of Northern Germany. 

The Herald aleo believes it is true that French di- 
plomatists are busily engaged in endeavouring to draw 
Sweden and Norway into a league of the naval Powers 
of the Continent against England.

For such a 
benefit we are indebted to a magnanimous ally, to the 
valour of his and our soldiers, to the assistance of the 
volunteers, and to the perseverance and concord of the 
people. We ascribe the merit of it to God, as, without 
superhuman eid, such memorable enterprises cannot be 
accomplished. The gratitude of present and future 
generations is due to France for the welfare of Italy 
and the consolidation of the unity of the nations who 
have some community in origin, principle, and destiny.

Reserving 
the vote of the people and the approbation of Parila- 


ment, and reserving, also. in regard to Switzerland, the 


guarantees of her international right, I have 
concluded a treaty for the reunion of Savoy 
and the surrounding territory of Nice with 


France. We have still many difficulties to overcome, but 
assisted by public opinion, and by the love of my people, 
I shail never permit any one to offend, or forget our 
right or liberty. Firm, like my ancestors, in the Catho- 
lie religion, and in the respect due to the Supreme Chief 
of that religion, I shall, if the Ecclesiastical authority 
makes use of spiritual arms for temporal interest in safe 
conscience, and in the tradition of my worthy ancestors, 
find strength to maintain entire, the civil liberty and 
authority, for which | am only indebted to God and my 
people. The provinces of the .Emilia have been arranged, 
as in former times; but with Tuscany, who has her 
own rules, a special temporal provision was necessary. 
The short time since, and the rapidity of the event, have 
impeded the preparation of the laws which are neces 
sary to assist and strengthen the new estate.
